"Sum.!, ive Kara 1'ka< e on Waii?"— The 
Courier of yesterday asks this question, and, 
on the ground alleged in the extract below, an- 
swers, Wab: 

We sre on tha *vs af stirring event* in Ken- 
tucky. The neutrality of tbe Slat*, adoptid bv 
tbe Unionists as a mere •'temporary evpedient," 
■• to l« alasnetoned- and ila abandonment i» th* 
inauguration of r vil war. 

The Courier's answer, wc own with unutter- 
able pain, may ha true; but certainly the allegt i 
ground of the answer is wholly false. We msv 
lie, as tbe Courier «a_\s, on "the eve of .stir- 
ring events in Kentucky". We 1.1 ay oven stand 
on the edge of ' 'civil war". So mm h, alas, is 
undeniable; hut the allegation that all this or 
any portion of it is to bo brought about through 
the abandonment of neutrality by Kentui ky 
under the direction of the Unionist* of the 
State is a trans^-aarent and shameless falsehood. 
The Courier in putting forth this allegation 
insults the public judgment and intelligence as 
it habitually insults evcrthing else that is sa- 
cred or respectable. 

The "neutrality of tho State adopted by the 
Unionist*" is not "to be abandoned ", nor, we 
beg the Courier and iu so.-ession friends here 
and elsewhere to mark, is it under any pretext 
whatever to l>e broken up or violated with im- 
punity. The Unionists af Kentucky have no 
thought of abandoning voluntarily the neutral- 
ly they have adopted. Thry do not enter- 
It ia not with them 
1 hoy are resolved 
not only to observe them sclrcs the 11 utrali y 
they have adopted but to make the secession- 
ists observe it too. Such is their unalterable 
resolve; and the only question in dispute 
amongst them concerns the best mean] of ex- 
ecuting this resolve. Concerning the resdvo 
itself there it in tbe Union ranks no serious 
dispute whatever. We are all pledged repeat- 
edly and solemnly to abide in good faith by 
the position of loyal neutrality we have nil 
repeatedly and solemnly asserted: and we in- 
tend to redeem this pledge. Hut how shall 
ive best redeem ii? 

This is the question which the new Legisla- 
ture will be called upon to solve at the 
threshold; and assuredly a question of greater 
delicacy has *< Ido n or never called for solu- 
tion in our effairs. Two methods of solution 
are proposed. Dae is the forming of our loyal 
volunteers into a State soldiery for the protec- 
tion of the State and the enforcement of the 
laws: the other is the formin • of such volun- 
teers into a Federal soldiery for the same pur. 
pose. Both of these methods are entirely con- 
listent with the "neutrality of tbe State adopted 
by the Unionists; " the sole pdnt to be consid- 
ered is which of the two promises to be the 
more t tl>ttial for good, t )n this point our 
views were expressed distinctly the day after the 
rec-ent Utate (lection. They remain un- 
changed. "The victory of yesterday," we 
then said, "has in effect relieved the Govern- 
ment, by show ing that Kentucky is de termined 
as she is able to protect hcr>elf in the anomal- 
ous yet una* ridable position she has assumed. 
It remains only for her to gi forward and or- 
ganize with as much despatch as possible the 
means of prof rting herself ( ircctually. And 
this the will undoubtedly do under the an*, 
pices of the Legislature . hosen yesterday. L t 
the legislature, when ft assembles a month 
hence, swerp away what remains of the Stale 
Guard, and take step-, for the organUution of 
a State Guard worthy of the name iu respect 
to loyalty as wall as discipline and valor, and, 
then, ucler the protection of this faithful sol- 
diery, let the true neutrality of tbe State be 
vindicated and in all o'.her particulars the ju- 
risdiction of the nation bo asserted proudly in 
the midst of us, and we shall stand before the 
country as we have stood from the outset in 
the presence of each other, — r e run us, all the 
more intense because oiirht d and reined in hy 
the wise rcstrii'tions of neutrality.'' These 
news, as wc have said, remain unchanged. 
In our opinion, the legislature should art 
upon them promptly and vigorously. We arc 
confidently pcrsuadul they point to the best pos- 
sible tolution of the question. 

It is true, the solution of the question by 
this method has been complicated in some de- 
cree by the action of a portion of our friends 
in the central region ot the State, who, aniii 1. 
piling the judgment of the Legislature, have 
already decided in favor of the other mtjtfta b 
but the complication is not uuinanagcithle. 
The decision ot tbe Legislature in favor of a 
purely State >o!diety, in name as well as in 
purpose, if the Legislature should thus decide, 
would by no means involve necessarily the dit 
bandment or transfer beyond the State of 
the nominal Federal sjldiery now organized 
amongst us for merely State purposes; it would 
serve only to arrest the organization of troops 
iti this particular form, leaving those already 
organized to remain where tLcy arc snd as 
they are, under, it might prudently be, a formal 
declaration that their presence looks alone to 
the protection of the Stat • in the position of 
loyal neutrality the people have thrice deliber- 
ately asserteJ. The difficulty, as wc conceive, 
such aa it is, may be readily overcome, without 
cither following the action of our friends in 
the interior or roicctitig the fruits of their ac- 
tion. In our judgment, their action, patri- 
otic und generous as it undoubtedly has l«n, 
ought not to la allowed lo fetter in the loa.st 
the action of the Legislature. We, however, 
do not propose to dwell at present on this |>oint 
or any other, t >ur 1 l.jcct h barely to indicate 
not t > enforce the general views ».• entertain: 
and this wo hope we have done with sufficient 
distinctness. 

Whatever the determination of tho Legisla- 
ture may be, the Unionists of the State un- 
questionably statu 1 prepared to second it with 
the whole force moral and physical at their 
cjiutuand. This fact cannot be too quickly 
or too thoroughly understood. In it the Cou- 
rier and its friends may read as in the light of 
noindsy tbe tiuc answer to the question "Shall 
wo have l'cace or Wai?" If the srccssionisU 
amongst us submit to the will af the jstople as 
formally express d by tie rcrrt-se-uutives tho 
people have just chosen with such unprei edented 
unanimity, we .shall have peace; if the secession- 
ist* attempt to resist by force the p ipular will 
H expressed, wc. shall have war. This is the 
whole tremendous qui*tion. L t the seces- 
sionists ponder it deeply before the time for 
pondering is past fjrever.

Colonels, 
Major*, Captains, ft*. , have enlisted troops here 
a* openly and b ildly as they would have enli t- 
ed them in Georgia or AUbama Soldiers for 
theSonth have been mustered in our 
marched out of it in companies 
Premiums have been offered by the Southern 
authorities for all soldiers raised in Kentucky, 
and inch men at Frank Try on and Phil Lee 
have ransacked the State to make in.-mey by 
the raising of recruits. lingular recruiting 
stations, one of them in this city, have been 
advertised in all the secession organ* of the 
S'ate. Secession companies, organized in Illi- 
nois, hare marched, with arms and equipments, 
through our State into Tennessee, under the 
Confederate flag, on their way to Richmond. 
The Southern Government has even included 
Kentucky in a military district, regularly au- 
thorizing the raising of" troops throughout her 
borders. 

All these things are true, and everybody 
knows them to be truo. And, inasmuch as 
they are true, it seems cx'raor liuary, almost 
incredible, tha? the secessionists, who have 
jtnstiti.-d them, and who countenance and en- 
1 ourage the repetilion of them, are raising the 
cry of outrage because native Kentuckians, 
feeling their rights of life and liberty to be in- 
secure, think proper to organize upon their own 
soil for their ow n defence under the flag of their 
own country.

We personally knov that Judge Bramleztt, 
in command at Camp Dick Robinson, ha* de- 
clared with emphasis that hi* whole purrs- »c is 
and "has been from the first simply to resist in- 
vasion and under no circumstance* to make it. 
To allege that Kenturkisus cannot, in and 
around their own homes, enrol themselves, 
without a violation of Kcntm ky neutrality, lor 
the defence of these home* under the only flag 
to which they ever did or ever can owe alle- 
niance, is to mock men's common sense. The 
reason why encampment* on Kentucky soil arc 
deemed necessary to Kentucky's self defence 
is obvious to all minds. Tennessee ha* an 
army at Cumberland Gap whose camps are 
I itched within less than fifty yards of the Ken- 
tucky line. Tennessee has a second army on the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad. I third at 
Camp II nine, and a fourth at Union City, all up- 
on tin Kenturky border. Thus she ha* armies 
jotted along the whole dividing line between 
hciself and K.tntucky, and her unrisgubed, 
her undenied purpose is to watch vigilantly 
the movemcn's of Kentucky and be ready to 
p-rar overwhelming hosts vpon her soil at any 
moment.

The proclamation of Martial Law in Mis- 
e very moment our l.egisla- 
if to point with an iron 
at once to the miserable condition 
ves are drifting and to the 
proper means of avoiding the condition. We 
trust the indication will not l>e. lost. What- 
ever may he said respecting the fitness or the 
unfitness of proclaiming Martial Law in Mis- 
souri, few, except perhaps the more raving 
sei-easionists, will deny that the state of things 
which constitutes the alleged necessity for the 
proclamation arose in the first instance from 
the failure of Missouri, under the control of 
a disloyal Governor and Legudature, to 
protect her loyal citizens and to uphold 
within her borders the just supremacy of 
the nation. At the beginning of our troubles 
the bulk of the people of Missouri were loyal; 
for that matter, the hulk of them are loyal 
now. The Kxecntive and the Legislature, 
however, were not loyal: they were actively 
disloyal. Whereupon, the people, oppressed 
and neglected, appealed fir protection from the 
authoriti, , of the Stale to the authorities of 
the nation. This hi ;..-.-! was answered by the 
armed int. rp wition of x\\c national authorities, 
which, at th.> call of the battled State authori- 
ties seconded by their revolutionary followers, 
led to the inva-ion of Missouri by the Confed- 
erate troops hanging eagerly on her Southern 
border, as they are now hanging on the South- 
ern border of Kentucky. The result in its 
latest and most wretched stage is lasfore us. 

Kentucky, less unfortunate than Missouri, 
was at the beginning of our troubles b!e*sed 
with a loyal Legislature, though cursed with a 
disloyal Governor. In the one State as in 
the other tbe people were as they remain loyal 
to the core. The loyalt; of the Legislature of 
Kentucky, together perhaps with the superior 
vigilance and prudence of her loyal pub- 
lic men, has enabled her thus far to 
sustain after a fashion law and order in 
her own borders. But we are conli- 
strained to say the fashion after which she has 
sustained these important intcrists has very 
rarely been the fashion in well-regulated and 
refined communities. The disloyalty of the 
Governor, spreading down extensive); through 
the ranks of all holding towards him any offi- 
cial relation w batevcr, combined with the slett- 
dernees and uncertain!; of the loyal msjorit; 
in the Legislature, has hcrctofirc so crippled 
the abounding lot ally of the ; ] !• that neith- 
er tbe rights and duties of the. State nor the 
laws of the nation have been faithfully attend- 
ed to amongst u*. Na; , they have all been 
shamefully neglected, until, at the close of 
thc last of three several triumphant struggles 
for the I'nion in Kentucky, wc find ourselves 
actuall; drilling in the direction of the slate 
of things which in Missouri has just put on 
the austere garb of martial law. Fortunately, 
however, the last struggle has given ns a Leg- 
islature loyal by an overwhelming majority in 
both lloti-cs. Wc now Bfcordingly have the 
power to correct in some measure the irregu- 
larities uf the past and to proi i.le against the 
commission "f future our-.. Kentucky hs> 
at length acquired the |".wcr, in spite 
of her disloyal ( .nvrrnor, to protect the 
rights ol her MM citizens, to guard her own 
soil against Confederate aggressions, and to 
uphold by her own unsupported arm the right- 
ful supremacy of the nation in her borders, la 
short, she has ai'.|inrcd the powur to maintain 
effectually and indc|>cn.lciitly ihe position ol 
loyal neutrality she has thrice deliberately and 
solemnly asserted. She, therefore, has ac- 
quired the power to keep from herself far and 
forever the wretchedness that to-day reigns in 
Missouri. 

It is tbe urgent and solemn duty of the Leg- 
islature that meets to-day at Frankfort to ex- 
ercise this | lower speedily and fully. On its 
prompt and thorough exercise by tbe Legisla- 
ture unquestionably depends mainly the ex- 
emption of the State from the evils that are 
liciiring such bitter Iruita in our sister Slate. 
If we do not provide and use the means to 
vindicate the loyal neutrality we have assumed, 
the Federal Government will sooner or later 
be driven to do it for us, impelled either by 
self-preservation or by the entreaties of our 
own jieoplc. This is manifest. We must now 
decide whether we will organixe u body of 
loyal soldiery for State purposes strong enough 
to enforce the obligations of a loyal neutrality 
against the enemies of the country in and out 
of the State or whether we will suffer 
things to go on as they have been going on for 
the last two or throe months with the prospect 
of lapsing at no distant day or hour into the 
condition which in so brief a time has brought 
on tbe sway of Martial Law in Missouri. This 
is tbe question with which the Legislature must 
grapple at the outset. If it determines the 
question in favor of the latter alternative, tbe 
whole advantage of the successive struggles 
and victories of the Union men in Kentucky 
is thrown away. Such a determination, if 
such a determination were possible, would 
pluck the peace and safety cf the State, which 
our triumph has won from the very jaws of 
civil war, and cast back into the consuming 
strile the precious fruit of all onr unsleeping 
toil aud solicitude. But such a determination 
is not possible. 

The contrary determination, which we can- 
not err in deeming a fixed fact, involves of 
curse the secondary yet exceedingly grave 
and delicate question of the relative efficiency 
and general fitness of volunteers organized 
under the State and under the Union. On 
this question our own views arc known. In- 
asmuch, however, as the local sentiment of 
the State enters into the question as a large if 
not controlling clement, the members of the 
Legislators will on consultation have peculiar 
alvautages fur coming to a wiac conclusion on 
the point. We do not doubt that they will 
readily nun? to Mich a t i nt lusion. leas them 
do so, and forthwith take the profcr steps for 
currying the conclusion vigorously into prac- 
tice, and they will have reformed iheir part in 
the work of rescuing Kentucky from the treach- 
erous currents in which she is at present drift- 
ing towards a sea of blood. Let them but do 
this and the woik itself will lie done. The peo- 
ple have already performed their |iart; it re- 
mains only for the people's representatives to 
lierform theirs, and the common end will be 
attained. We have the utmost confidence that 
the people's representatives will perform their 
w hole part fcarlcsslly and at the same lime ju- 
diciously. Assuredly if they should betray rash- 
ness on the one hand or the shadow of timidity 
on the other they would be strangely unworthy 1 wilb
